The average citizen probably takes it for granted that the 
federal government, with its string of national forests, is do­ 
ing all that need be done in the direction of reforestation. 
However, Charles Lathrop Pack, the well-known president 
of the American Tree Association, declares in the July R e­ 
views that insufficient appropriations and decentralized or­ 
ganization are keeping the program from being put forward 
at anywhere near the proper pace. 
“ At our present snail’s pace of planting,” he says, “ it will 
take over 1000 years to reforest the areas that we devastated 
in less than a century. 
We are witnessing todav the pro­ 
gressive pauperization of townships and counties that thriv­ 
ed so long as timber lasted, and which are now slowly dying 
and literally going into bankruptcy.”

In Co urt Fight Ov er Steel Merger 


But while on the subject of Senate 
officers he lost m echanically . he a l­ 
most Im mediately struck a w inning 
vote when an appropriation came up 
to print 
20.000 of the governor’s m es­ 
sages in the G erm an language. 
The 
bill was ruficu'ed into a death by 
the offer of am endm ents to print as 
m any more in French and P ortu­ 
gese languages. Adams voted against 
the appropriation and it was beaten. 
On January 5th at 2:00 o’clock p. 
m . the Senate 
proceeded 
to the 
House to joint in convention for the 
election of a United States Senator; 
and upon the call of tlie roll Dr. 
R ichard F. Adams was the first man 
to vote for A braham Lincoln for 
United States Senator. The result of 
the vote, 
as 
is 
well 
k nown, 
was 
Douglas 54, and Lincoln 46, 
On the 
next day he m anifested his activities 
by introducing a bill. “An Act to 
amend an Act entitled, ’An Act to 
provide for a general sy stem of rail­ 
road incorporations.’ 
approved No­ 
vember 5, 1849.“ 
This bill was read 
a first time and ordered to a second 
reading when it was referred to the 
Judiciary ’ Committee. 
His next venture in the way of in­ 
troducing m easures was to introduce 
a petition of divers legal voters of 
Lee county , ask ing for the passage of 
a law authorizing the highway com ­ 
m issioners of each tow nship to dis­ 
continue or to relocate certain state 
roads. 
This petition was signed by 
2175 people, a considerable num ber 
for the time. 
A nother petition, duly signed bv 
citizens of W hiteside county , pray ing 
for a removal of the county seat 
from Morrison to Sterling, was also 
introduced by him. 
B oth of these 
petitions were referred. 
In those day s, instead of going into 
court as now to change a name, It 
was necessary to introduce and pass 
a bill to mak e the change. Several of 
such bills Adams introduced.

In those day s the farm ers were as 
conspicious for better roads a* they 
are this very day , and so we find 
the S enator introducing a bill to in­ 
corporate the Amboy and Shelburn 
Plank and M acadam Road.

of a ferry a t Prophetsow n, and a n ­

By this tim e M orrison had found 
tom e to file a rem onstrance against 
the possible rem oval of the county 
seat from M orrison to Sterling.

tor Adams drew for his fifty -three 
day s of service and 600 miles of tra 
vel the sum of $155. 
The second session of his four- 
y e« r term convened January 7. 1861 
and Governor Yates convened a spe • 
cia! session April 15, 1861.

member of the com m ittees on Bank s 
and Corporations, S tate Institutions 
and Federal Relations, a new and 
im portant one. 
On January 8 th ho 
introduced his first bill, one irk ing 
for relief of Albany , in W hiteside 
county .

This is in m ark ed contrast to 
the condition prevalent in the United 
Ftates 
and Canada. 
Nearly every 
student of medicine has a chance to 
go to the pest house and see several 
cases of small |x>x.

200 deaths. 
This of course does net 
tell us of the various com plications 
which result in the disease, nor of 
the misery caused 
by the dreadful 
scarring of the face, nor of the d e­ 
fective ey esight as a result of scarr 
Ing of the ey e bali 
W hen we con­ 
tra st conditions in G erm any w ith 
those In the United S tates and Can 
ada, we may well ask ourselves why 
and it seems to me tha t only one 
answer can he given 
T here are few 
enforceable laws in these countries 
to mak e vaccination obligatory , and 
what laws 
there are, 
apply very 
largely to school age. 
Now as to when a child should be 
vaccinated. 
Most authorities agree 
tha t the best time 
to vaccinate 
a 
( hild is between 6 m onths 
and 
1 
v’ear of age. 
At this tim e the reac­ 
tion is least and the danger of sec­ 
ondary infection, which a t most, is 
extrem ely small, is m inim um 
W ith 
the new ty pe of pucture vaccination 
there Is very little scarring so tha t 
this objection, too. Is removed. Many 
consider it. wise to vaccinate all girl 
Infants on the outer side of the up­ 
per portion of the thigh 
W ith boy s 
tt mak es very little difference ex­ 
cept that from a social standpoint, 
as the boy gets older, 
lip may 
b° 
asham ed of a scar on the thigh tr 
stead of on his arm , think ing that 
it implies fem ininity . 
T he dangers from vaccnation a u 
alm ost non-existent 
as 
at present 
practiced 
w ith 
our well controlled 
vaccines. 
T he advantages 
are too 
obvious for me to attem pt to detail 
them to y ou. 
It ts high time that 
the 
Am erican 
peop’e 
realize 
th° 
prevalence of small pox in our com 
m unities and the necessity for early 
vaccination. 
It y our child has not 
as y et been vaccinated, plan to tak e 
him 
to y our fam ily doctor 
before 
school opens in the fall.
